"The passing game is an ex- 


tremely important factor be- 
cause we can both live without 
it but we both might need it," 
Schembechler said this week. 


"Neither one of us has to rely 


on the forward pass so the wea- 
ther isn't important," he added. 
"But I'd like to throw the ball." 


Schembechler has a lot of 


confidence in his quarterback, 
Don Moorhead, a senior from 
South Haven, Mich. Before the 
season opener he called Moor- 
head "one of the best quarter- 
backs in the country." He hasn't 
retracted that statement. 


He sniil Moorhead and Rex 


Kern of Ohio Slate were the top 
two quarterbacks in the Big Ten 
and added that if Wolverine 
safety Jim Belts played his old 
quarterback spot regularly he'd 
rate No. 3. 


Kern is almost exclusively a 


running quarterback and when 
OSU coach Woody Hayes wants 
to utilize a passing attack he 
calls on lion Macicjowski. 


Moorhead, who 
is 
6-foot-2, 


199-pounds, 
is 
fourth-ranked 


Michigan's second leading rush- 
er with 373 yards, with most of 
those yards coming on option 
plays. 


He has completed 75 of 164 


passes for 1,049 yards and seven 
touchdowns. Backup signal call- 
er Jack McBridc, a sophomore, 


has only thrown eight times and 
completed three. 


In all U-M has passed 172 


times while running the ball 5ti7 
times. That's a ratio of about 
l-to-4. 


Schembechler has a wealth of 


running backs, with junior tail- 
back Billy Taylor of Barberton, 
Ohio, tops with 880 yards in 182 
attempts for a 4.8 average. But 
if the fifth-ranked Buckeyes plug 
Up the running game Moorhead 
has several fine receivers — 


though none compare with de- 
parted All-Ainerican tight end 
Jim Mandlch. 


Senior Paul Staroba is the 


leading receiver with 29 catches 
for 463 yards and one touch- 
down. He also is one of the 
better punters in the country 
with a 41.5-yard average. 


But wingback (llenu Doughty 


may be more significant. An 
early season experiment to put 
him at tailback and Taylor at 
fullback failed. But In the Big 


Ten opener at Purdue, Kohem- 
bcchler switched Doughty to 
wing and Taylor to tailback. 


Since then Doughty, a junior 


from Detroit, has been the key 
player on third down and long 
yardage pass situations. He has 
also run about half a dozen 
times each game and has 257 
yards rushing. He Is the No. 2 
receiver with 21 catches for 289 
yards. 


Tight end Paul Seymour is the 


third threat but Is used consider- 
ably as a blockcr. He has 13 
receptions for 194 yards. 


"We've got to be able to do 


botth—run and pass," Schemb- 
bechler said. 


Bo said his primary concern 


in practice this week—which is 
closed to newsmen—docs not in- 
volve a worry about any specific 
area of Ohio State's game.

NFL Probe Continues in Cleveland 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 


Bernie Parrish, former defen- 
sive back with the Cleveland 
Browns, was to resume his 
testimony today before a spe- 
cial federal grand jury probing 
for possible antitrust violations 
in operations of the National 
Football League. 


Parrish, who is director of 


Teamsters 
Union health and 


medical program in St. Louis 
was called before the 
jury 


Wednesday afternoon following 
another former Browns defen- 
sive back. 


The jury recessed for the day 
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after questioning Parrish for an 
hour 
and 
45 minutes 
and 


Instructed him to return at 10 
a.m. today. 


Parrish, 34, told newsmen he 


could not comment on ques- 
tions put to him by the jury 
until he had completed his testi- 
mony. 


"I was puzzled when I re- 


ceived the subpoena because I 
didn't know what it 
was 
all 


about, but now that I am here 
and have given some testimony, 
I'm glad to be of any help I 
can to the Investigation," he 
said.

ville, Pa., said some of the 
questions the jury asked him 
dealt with player-management 
relations and relations among 
players in the NFL. 


He said the question of black- 


balling players came up, "but 
I wasn't able to give them much 
information."
